Whatever pretext and attempts 
may be made to carry on these expeditions 
as peaceful and lawful vo yag es the facts 
remain, says the attorney, that from the 
beg inning of the insurrectio n the base of 
supplies for war material has been in the 
United States. 
Treati« *» of Neutrality A iolatecl. 
This branch of Carlisle’s report co n­ 
cludes as fo llo ws: 
"To tolerate this state 
of affairs and theso acts is a violatio n of 
the treaties of neutrality under the law of 
natio ns as they have been proclaim» *! to 
the rest of the world by the United .States, 
To prevent and punish these acts, which 
are in violatio n of the statute laws of this 
country, it is believed that the federal g o v­ 
ernment has all the attributes of sov­ 
ereig nty with respect to the subject under 
discussion, and has for their exercise the 
appropriate ag encies which are recog nized 
amo ng civilized nations. 
Nor is it per­ 
ceived what distinctio n or difference in 
principle cun excuse the exercise of the 
dilig ence co mmensurate with the existing 
emerg ency which in 
the sig ht of the 
world they required and enforced ag ainst 
Great Britain at Geneva.” 


All >T P R E V E N T V I OLA TI O NS O F L A W , 


I’residents’ Proclamations Fully Recog nize 
the Principle Stated. 
In co ncluding a review of the p oclamu 
tions of various presidents of the Unite 1 
States, the attorney says that while it 
could not b<- insisted that, one notion is 
bound to take notice of the existence of 
an i isurrection in ano ther co untry as it is 
bound to recog nize a state of public war, 
it is nevertheless bound to take notice of 
such a condition to the extent of g iv ng a 
warning to the citizens and inhabitants 
in the discharg e of o blig atio ns which one 
friendly nation owes another, and as a 
measure of precaution must prevent the 
violation of these oblig ations. 
He declares 
thiii the pro clamations cited in the ap 
pentlices fully illustrate the recog nition 
of this principle by the United States, and 
is especially accentuated by the proclarna 
tion of President Cleveland, J une 12, 1895 
He co ncludes this portion of his report 
by saying :

The animal is an elegant, slender 
b ird, which is chi« -iiy remarkab le for 
showing teeth in the jaws 
Ab out 12, 
short and conical, occur on each side of 
th<* up]K*r jaw. 
Tho b ird was larger 
than the rob in in its b ody and had a 
tail (>t which then* was a honv core 
sum« ! six inches in length. 
Tin* wings 
were quite as well developed as the legs, 
and there an* some evidences that the 
former could h«* applied to the ground, 
as are the fore legs of « juadrupeds, al­ 
though the leathers show the wings to 
have b een constructed on the same plan 
as the b irds of today. The Solenhofen 
stone, in which so many of the remains

Ancient Snrgery. 
Dr. Rob ert Fletcher in lii.s “ Anatomy 
of A rt” and Dr. Luigi Samb on having 
shown conclusively that Greeks ami 
Romans must have had a good acquaint­ 
ance w ith surgery, it seems strange that 
in th« * mediaeval European period there 
was dense ignorance and no skill in am ­ 
putation. Sword and lance wounds were 
necessarily of constant occurrence then, 
and the treatment was merciless. It has 
b een shown b efore how there was among 
prim itu »* peoplo a fair acquaintance 
w ith surgery and even a knowledge of 
the refinements of it, as in plastic opera­ 
tions.

A train always exerts greater strain 
on an iron b ridge when going quickly 
than when going slowly, b ut tin* differ­ 
ence in the strain depends on the struc­ 
ture of t ii« • b ridge and is much more in 
some cast's than in others. 
When the 
train go* > over the b ridge, it causes a 
wave to travel along the structure, ow­ 
ing to th« * elasticity of rh« * iron. 
Th it part of tin* b ridge just in front 
of the train is raised a littl**, ami the 
parr under the tram is lowered, so that 
ea» 'h part «¡1 the b ridge is successively 
raised and low« red as the train goes 
over it, and tin* more quickly the train 
travels thi* more sudden this will b e, 
and consequently tii« more violent. 
The strain prodiuvd will vary with 
th« * square of the velocity of the wave, 
so that the train will exert four times 
* strain when it doub les its velocity,
